DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cavero. 
With regard to claims 1, 4, and 5, Cavero teaches a method for assessing the 

stability of an electrical network comprising: measuring phasor data for voltages and 
current at various locations in the network (col. 4, lines 56-61), transmitting phasor data 
to a system protection center (col. 2, lines 45-50), transmitting information regarding 
state of switches or relays of a substation to the system protection center (col. 4, lines 
42-55), and determining a stability margin value of the network from phasor data and 
switch data (abstract, lines 14-16). 

With regard to claim 2, Cavero teaches the system protection center determining 
and transmitting control commands to a substation and the substation executing the 
control commands (col. 4, lines 43+). 

With regard to claim 3, Cavero teaches the system protection center determining 
network state information, transmitting the network state information to an energy 
management system, and controlling power generation and power flow within the 
network according to the network state information (col. 2, lines 63+). 
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3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 

4. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Dickens 
etal. 

With regard to claim 7, Dickens et al teaches a system protection center for a 
transmission network comprising a data concentrator for storing phasor data from 
measurement units in a network and for storing substation data from a plurality of 
substations (fig. 1, part 26) and a system protection unit for generating a stability margin 
value of the network (fig. 1, part 70 & col. 2, lines 9-23). 

With regard to claim 8, Dickens et al teaches the system protection center 
comprising a control unit for generating commands for a substation from a stability 
margin value and from data provided by the concentrator unit (col. 5, lines 26+). 

With regard to claim 9, Dickens et al teaches the system protection center 
comprising means for transmitting network state information to an energy management 
system of the transmission network (fig. 5). 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cavero 
over. 

With regard to claim 6, Cavero does not teach the measurement of phasor data 
being synchronized by timing information from the global positioning system. Corrigan 
et al teaches phasor data being synchronized by timing information from the global 
positioning system (col. 7, lines 54-60). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, at the time of the invention, to modify Cavero so that phasor data is 
synchronized by timing information from the positioning system, as taught by Corrigan 
et al, in order to accurately calculate stability margin value. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Vu et al, Yang, and Novosel all teach a method of monitoring a 
power transmission network by measuring voltage and current phasors.
